A VIOUOTS UPBKAVAL. 


The explosion that destroyed Mnu 


Nlohter's home occurred at 
10 


o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
Hn. 


Nlobter waa at work by the table ia 
tbekltoben preparing for dinner. 
Her ten year-old son, Eddie, sat by 
the table engaged In preparing bis 
•nhool leMotM for Monday. 
Mm. 


Nlcbtor hiwl nent her son, Albert. 
Into the collar for potatoes. Sud- 
denly then; was a deafened rumble, 
followed by a loud explosion and a

Knlghoorn, alartnod by tbe tre- 


mendous report, came promptly, 
Jonas Antrr, of C4 Dendiicka atrewt, 
balng the flnt to mnch tho aoeno 
Albert hod crawled to the top of 
ihe oellar ateps and ran from the 
bouao on thn went Dido, where the 
wall was thrown down.

RUINS TOOK FIRE. 


The explosion aet flre to the hoaae 


and tbe lUmea were making some 
progress from several points of tbe 
rnlna when the Broadway flre de- 
partment arrived a few minntea 
after the explosion.

were oxtingulahed promptly.

Ntohter, not knowing that

Tn 
north wnll of tho kitohon vra 
thrown down, but the framework 
of a email pantry and tbo narrow 
oollarvray sustained portions of the 
west wall of the houso north of £te 
ceiitor. Those portions of the wal 
woro puUod down later in ttio tiny 
because they were regarded aa dan 
genras. 


CAME rtCOOI DELOTC-. 


The main foroe of tho explosion 


was upward. The collar OXtonOs 
ander the unlire tcroand plaa of tho 
hoaae and tho flooring in all tho 
rooms of the Drat story is shattered, 
lie confinement of tho Initial force 
In the cellar must havo heaved the 
walla of tbe foundation and vlo- 
ently ooavalsed the brick walls of 
he aapontmotaro, making them 
weak in reslstaiioo of the lateral 
one of the explosion in the rooms 
bore. 
The carpel* in the alttlog room 


aad parlor were ripped and nvelod, 
araitarewM demolished and the 
picture* and ornament* on tbo walla 
were torn and broken.
